The Allies situation at Salo- 
nika interferes to a minimum extent 
with the Greeks but if Greece were 
turned into a battlefield, the popula- 
tion could not remain passive.

The final figures for the August 31,

commercial stocks of flour were about 
12,000,000 barrels, representing ap- 
proximately a six weeks' supply. 


Tihe elevators, mills, and wholesale 


grain dealers held 88.4 per cent of the 
commercial stocks of wheat reported 
for August 31, 1917, and 35.S per cent 
i»f the total commercial stocks of flour 
eported for that date. In the case 
of flour, retail dealers held 24.9 per 
cent, bakers 20.3 per cent, wholesale 
irocers 9.7 per cent, and storage 
varf-houses 5.3 per cent. 


The Holdings by States 


Minnesota and California reported 


ho largest commercial stocks of 
wheat on August 31, 1917, their hold- 
nga being 7,290,000 and 6,891,000 
bushels, respectively, while Missouri,

000,000 busheln. The combined hold- 
igns of these five states amounted to 
28,000,000 bushels, or moro than 45 
per cent of the total for the United 
Stales.

The Allies situation at Salo- 
nika interferes to a minimum extent 
with the Greeks but if Greece were 
turned into a battlefield, the popula- 
tion could not remain passive.

The substitution of German oc- 


cupation of Salonika in place of the 
Allies, would mean that Greece must 
thereafter accept an inferior position 
in the Balkans.

It is not to Germny's interest. to

Such a development would interfere 
with Germany'* Mittcleuropa: plans. 
The Greeks must not be made hostile 
to Germany by deliberate acts of ag- 
gression, if Germany hopes to try to 
extend her Mitteleuropa idea.

serious blunder, as to developments 
after the' war would therefore be com- 
mitted if the Germans carried hostili- 
ties into Greece.

The west front is now the decisive 


area of the war. The announcement 
by the British government that the 


,| Allies .have a superiority there in 


men, 
guns and aeroplanes indicates 


that a new German attempt to break 
through would invite as .even greater 
disaster than a German 
assault 


against Salonika. The Germans 
are 


now on the defensive and must re- 
main there if they hope to save their 
man 'power from well nigh perma- 
nent crippling.
